>I have to say Walt that-while I empathize with what seems to me to have 
been a rough time of it for Bruce-there is no excuse for such behavior 
ever. I would contact a good lawyer (is that a contradiction in terms?), 
and have him write a letter to Bruce and SGC.

>Bruce did not-as far as I know-file for any sort of Chapter 4H 
Bankruptcy/Protection and EVEN if his company was incorporated, he may be 
held liable, PERSONALLY, regardless of whatever deal he may have made with 
anyone else-if it can be shown that he has acted in an irresponsible 
manner. The below partial-dialog certainly sounds irresponsible to me. 
Further, his confiscation of your radio and refusal to return it is 
tantamount to theft-by-taking as far as I am concerned, and it sounds to me 
like the Attourney General of the state of Washington needs to be informed 
of this conversation. 

> 

>I have mostly kept quiet during this whole business for several reasons: 
> While I owned (I sold it recently) a QRP +, I never did opt for the 
somewhat questionable upgrade; 

> It often sounded to me like Bruce had made a deal with SGC that WAS NOT A 


SWEETHEART DEAL... it could've been, it just didn't seem like it was in 
trying to read between the lines; 

> I do not believe Bruce was remotely prepared for the onslaught of 
requests for attention that followed-his mistake however: he should have 
sold ALL rights and whatever to the QRP + and included the STANDARD version 
of: "You will also assume all maintenance, etc. etc." to SGC... either they 
suckered him or he had some reason to retain the maintenance... not smart 
from a hindsight view; 

> I liked Bruce the several times I talked to him, and felt like he was 
probably overwhelmed-not dishonest, not mean-spirited... just a techie who 
was far too challenged with the business side of things. I still hold that 
view, but believe he has probably reached a plateau where he has had enough 
and it just hardly matters any more: ‘EVERYBODY is unhappy... so the heck 
with the whole thing." 

> 

>So, if I can empathize so much with Bruce, why do I think you should call 
your lawyer? Because sometimes people need a good reality check to remind 
them that they should organize their affairs, prioritize the tasks at hand, 
communicate the list to everyone, and get back to work. I believe he has 
gotten up to his neck in alligators, and has forgotten that the original 
objective was just to drain the swamp. Telling you that ‘you are not going 
to get your radio back,' and ‘screw you' is ignoring the very real 
consequences that can be pursued by someone who feels as wronged as you 
probably do. It has obviously stopped being a matter of business and 
property for Bruce (and likely for you) and become one of emotion and right 
and wrong. That is exactly why we have lawyers, and Attournies General, etc. 
> 

>I am NOT in any way speaking FOR Bruce. This is supposition on my part, 
but appears to be where things stand. I don't care what YOU may have said 
or done, telling you that you cannot have your radio back is not legal and 
is not right. Address it properly from here on out. Keep records. Find your 
original UPS/whatever receipt-if you can. Keep track-make a list NOW-of 
dates and conversations. If you do not have a lawyer-friend, most lawyers 
will write such a letter for you for $50 or so, and you can balance that 
against not seeing your rig again. Make certain he mentions something about 
‘sabotage’ and ‘returned in proper working order" in the letter. Make 
certain everyone understands that-at this point-all you want is your 
WORKING radio back. This cannot possibly be a desirable situation for SGC 
either.

Hi Krishna (and everyone else with TVI/RFI problems). 
The front end of every receiver of any kind contains 
an LC filter that has a certain response. 


It is normally speced at the 3dB down points. But it can 
be speced at any nn dB down points. Let's say that you are 
on 40m and your TV front end filter is 120dB down at 7MHz. 
All you have to do is put out a perfectly filtered signal 
on 40m that is 120dB higher than the received TV signal 
and you will have an equal signal through the front end. 


This, my friends, is front end overload and the cure is 

to get your ham antenna up and away from the TV antenna. 
Short of high-pass filters, there is nothing that can be 
done. This is NOT a HARMONIC problem. This is a front-end 
problem. You just cannot have a relatively high-powered 
transmitting antenna on any random frequency close to 

a receiving antenna. In addition, mixing and rectification 
can compound the problem. 


I, personally, would not have an indoor antenna of any 
kind (except a rubber ducky on an HT). I would never 
put any HF transmitting antenna within 100 ft. of any 
TV antenna. Trying to fool Mother Nature is just asking 
for trouble.

Since there have been several questions about keyboard keyers, and 
specifically the MFJ keyboards, I thought I would share my experiences with 
the MFJ-451. I bought one when they first came out but it had problems. It 
was quite susceptible to r.f.i. and several features didn't work as 
advertised. I called tech-support and they asked me to return it to the 
factory for a new microprocessor and some filtering. They kept it fora 
couple months and only after several phone calls did I get it back. It 
worked for another three months and then died completely. I wasn't 
interested in spending the money to send it back again (even though there 
were still a few months of warranty left) so it got relegated to the junkbox. 


Please don't misunderstand. I'm not bad-mouthing MFJ. I own several other 
MFJ products and have been very happy with them. In the case of the '451, I 
just got a lemon and made the decision to take my losses and not to spend 
any more money on it. That happens sometimes.

With the large coil I could not get the 20M coil lower than about 10.8 mhz with a 
47 1/2 in whip, 

my longest... And like you, I found that the 40M coil would only make it to 
about 9.8 mhz with 

no whip at all... 


What I did for this band was to take a 40M coil and take it apart and remove turns 
from the 

top and bottom to leave 27 turns. (The 40M coil has 45 turns). This allowed me 
to get to 

30M with about 14 1/8 inches of whip above the compression nut. (Using the 
standard 20M whip) 

I started with 33 turns which I saw in a mag somewhere, sometime, and that worked 
but 

only used about 6 inches of whip above the compression nut. I just kept reducing 
the number 

of turns until I got into the range of one of the standard whips... Not very 
scientific, but it works!! 

(And besides I didn't like the looks of that antenna with the short little whip on 
it!!! 

More heavy science!) 


I didn't cut the coil form down in length because I didn't think of it when I had 
it apart, but 


you could to reduce the size if that's a factor.... 


(And all this work because I was too chintzy to pay eight bucks for one of those 


looooong 
whips!!!) 


Similarly for 17M I cut down a 20M coil to 18 turns (The 20M coil has 23 turns) 
and get to 

17M with about 3 1/2 inches of whip above the compression nut. (For some unknown 
reason 

this coil had the 9 1/4 inch whip mounting tube on the top end of the coil, 
instead of the 6 1/4 inch 

version that is on all the other 20M coils that I have.) 


Because of the short whip on this band I may remove some more turns. The 15M coil 
has 14 turns 

on it, so the 17 will probably come in 15 16 or 17 turns...(heavy math 

here... :-) ) 


Of course, according to the charts, you should be able to get to 17M with a 15M 
coil and about 
22 inches of whip. But.... I had three 20M coils and one 15M coil sooo..... 


For 12M I use the 10/11M coil and get to 12M with about 24 inches of whip... 


The bad thing about diddling with the coils is that you have to destroy that large 
diameter 

plastic outer cover (shrink tubing I believe..). I just slit the cover with an 
xacto type knife, and 

re-assemble the whole works with some good ole' 3M white electrical tape and let 
it be.. 

Don't look as pretty as the new ones, but works just as well... (Now the next time 
I go through 

Mineral Wells, Tx..... ) 


Those antenna analyzers sure make fiddling with antennas fun....I have the MFJ259 
and 
love it...

On Mon, 16 Jun 1997, Bill Meara wrote: 
Right now I'm getting ready to build Doug DeMaw's "Barebones Superhet" 
receiver from the June 1982 QST. I have question for the group: 


Are the 40673 Dual Gate MOSFETS still available? Seems most of the 
projects in QRP classics make use of this device. Is it available under 
another designation? Any tips on sources? Any close substitutes?

Bill .... I built it using two substitutes----a 3N201 where a 4-pin 
device was required, and an MPF-102 where a three-pin device would 
suffice (i.e. when two of the gates are connected to each other on the 


circuit board foil at the device). 
I have one major complaint -- audio!! 


I used it very successfully to work from a handful of DX QTH's (paired 
with the so-called ''universal'' transmitter with a pair of MRF-472's or 
MRF-476's (depending on what year you tried to find them!!). As JY9RL in 
1985-87, I worked almost 100 countries (including 17 of the Russian 
Republics). Of course, the JY prefix was worth 30dB. 


The audio fix I settled on was to build a LM386 amp on a Radio Shack 
20-pin dip board (there's a couple of good versions of this perennial 
audio stage in various editions of QRPp, but I must tell you the one I 
like best is the last one I built -- it's the audio amp out of the MFJ 
9040, but I found it written up in NA5N, Paul Harden's Data Book for 
Homebrewers and QRPers, Quicksilver Printing, Socorro, NM). The TL-series 
audio amp in the original DeMaw design just doesn't have the output -- 

so I use the TL-081 as an audio driver for the LM386. 


A friend, incidentally, built the same rig using 3N211's -- so I think 
you have lots of flexibility. JI put my rig on 20M, but it looks as if 
you could buy the right VXO crystals for 15m, you might be able to make 
the same front end filter work for both bands merely by changing xtals 
and retuning the variable capacitor across the input coil.

Hi gang, 
Well, I missed most of the "to the field" contests, but this weekend, I made 
up for it. 


This weekend I entered the VHF QSO Party using a recently purchased Icom 
Ic-202. It was a portable rig made in the '70s that was supposed to be 
carried by a sholder strap like several of the rrigs of the day. It only put 
out 3 watts on 2 meters into a 4 element yagi. I set up with battery power 
on nearby Signal Hill (DM03), in the shadow of a lot of commercial radio 
sights. I found a little retaining wall next to a defunct oil well. The 
wall even had a pipe I could use to support my 4 foot PVC mast. I didn't 


have any table or anything, just sat there on the hillside. I was only a few 
hundred feet up, but had a good view to most of the LA basin and to the north 
and east. 


I didn't really expect to make many QSOs, but enjoyed setting up on the side 
of the hill. JI had so much fun and was working enough stations that my 
"couple hour" excursion lasted for 9 hours. If I'd brought more warm 
clothes, I'd probably have stayed even longer! By the time the smoke 
cleared, I'd worked 72 QSOs, some as far away as Bakersfield and Nevada! I 
only heard a few very weak stations that I couldn't work. 


Most of the QSOs were SSB, but on one of the farthest he couldn't make out my 
call, so I started signing it in CW and he came right back, solid copy! We 
finished it up both using CW. It wasn't easy to pound the straight key 
sitting on the ground, with the key in my lap on a rig with no sidetone! 
Nevertheless, it was definitely one of the highlights of the contest! 


Sorry, but there wasn't much wind, no badgers, no sudden snowstorms, 
thunderstorms or even an earthquake (like happened a few field days ago). 

Even Murphy stayed pretty far away (well except for a fuse and the 
keyer/sidetone thing). 


While this may not seem like much to the experienced VHFers and contesters in 
the group, I was amazed at how well the QRP signals worked even on 2M! I 
haven't had this much fun playing radio for a long time! Now if I can only 
get rid of half of the station weight, add a couple killer antennas, and 
backpack it to some remote mountaintop in a rare grid...... 


Well, I just wanted to share my story and remind y'all how much fun it can be 
going "QRP to the field" even in the VHF contests.

The feedpoint will be at the tower which will be a corner. I will feed 
it will twin lead to a 4:1 balun and then to coax to the tuner. Since 
the loop will be vertical I hope it will play well for DX. I like the 
ideal of using a spring at the corners and will try that. I would have 
like to have it cut for 80 meters but just not long enough. This will be 
a compromise but I have not had time to learn enough about WIN4NEC to 
model it correctly.

Back in the late 70's, when CB went from 23 to 40 channels, the club I 
was active with (Tri-City Amateur Radio Club) converted a BUNCH of 
23-channel CB sets to CW transceivers for the new Novices in the club. 


Each model varied, but it involved changing out 2 - 4 crystals inthe 
synthesizer, and adding a BFO. Also, the PA was wired directly to the 
+12V source without going thru the modulator... 


Keying was done by lifting the collector on the Driver/PA, and keying it 
with a PNP pass transistor, driven with a pair of 2N2222A switches, one 
for the PTT and one for the pass transistor. This gave us a semi-QSK 
setup. Transmit was on the 10 KHz steps, but several radios were 
"rubbered" to fill in the holes. The BFO was adjustable over a +/- 2 KHz 
range for "Offset Tuning". The BFO came out of a Doug DeMaw article ona 
basic superhet RX. 


I don't know if I have the actual docs, but I did most of the mods ina 
fly-by-night manner anywho... 


As for a kit-built stand-alone rig, doesn't Small Wonders have a GM-10 
out now?

Early results suggest that the VXO range on the 20m SST is lower on 
production units than on my original prototype. I'm still looking into 
this. Meanwhile, you can reduce the size of the VXO choke and move the 
range up, although this will decrease total range. There may be other ways 
to move the range, such as reducing the values of the feedback caps in the 
VXO. If anyone beats me to it, please post your results.

Bill et.al., 


Bill is right. The QRP multiplier is x5. Again everyone listen up and 
listen carefully. The ARRL defines QRP for SSB as 5W PEP, NOT 10W PEP 
as defined by the QRP ARCI. Also you HAVE to be battery powered and 

no generators. Let me quote the rules: 


"Scoring: Scores are based on the number of valid contact points times 
the multiplier corresponding to the highest power used at any time during 
the Field Day period, plus bonus points. Phone contacts count one point 
each, and CW contacts count two points each. Power Multipliers: If all 
contacts are made using an output power of 5W or less and if a power 
source other than commercial mains or motor-driven generator is used (eg, 
batteries, solar cells, water-driven generators), multiply by 5. If ANY 
or all contacts are made using an output power of 150W or less, multiply 


The rules seem to allow the use of the generators for lighting. It is 
assumed that the batteries are pre-charged before FD and not being 
charged by generators during the contest. Does anyone read anything 
different into the rules? I personally like the whole area powered 

by only batteries. Makes it so quiet. You can take naps in the 

lawn chairs and carry on conversations and eat without yelling. :-) 


Some personal notes: 


1. FD is a contest. Go to http://www.arrl.org/ and click on contests. 
You will find FD 1997 under contests. All the rules are there. 
Print them off if you are going to participate. The forms are 
downloadable also with dup sheets. Also, while you are at it, 
look at the hyperlink and look at the conditions for disqualification. 


I bring this up as in entering data from the SS results for the last 

5 years I saw some disqualifications and was wondering just how you 

do that. It has to do with 2% errors in copied calls. So work on 

the code speed and random code groups if you are going to do CW FD. 

Same for SSB and using standard phonetics. You'll see people go 

crazy when they get spaced out and tired towards the end of the contest. 


2. Thanks to Bill for coming to the defense of Bruce. I think that 
cool heads and a lot of data collection is needed before the flame 
wars start on this group. Take it offline please. 


3. Don't start a flame war over phone being 1 point and cw being 2 points. 
This for any contest. Play by the rules. It takes more time and effort 
to become proficient at CW contests than SSB, but neither is a piece of 
cake.

The radiation pattern from a "loop-skywire" is dependant upon the height 
you have it installed above your ground and the frequency you are using. 
Without going into a lot of detail (I'll leave that to L. B. Cebik and 
Cecil A. Moore). For example, if you have it installed 70 ft above the 
ground and use it for 20 meters, it will be a fine dx antenna and not 
very good for local contacts. If you use the same height and 40 meters, 
it will have some dx and some local capabilities. If you use it at the 
same 70 ft height on 80 meters and 160 meters it will behave like a

I think the idea behind these is to drain off static after you've stopped 
the strap may not make road contact _while in motion_. 


Back in the ‘ol days, I remember taking off the front wheel bearing 
grease-caps and finding a pinwheel-style spring thing. Apparently its 
function was to electrically tie the moving wheel to the stationary axle, 
probably to eliminate static in the radio. 

You might check for these in a J.C. Whitney catalog. They have a Web 
site, but it's bare right now. 


Something you might try is grounding the transmission (if it's rear-wheel 
drive) to the frame. I know...the transmission should be grounded 
already, but this is RF we're talkin' about here. 

Get some RG-8 braid and tie a rearmost transmission bolt to the frame. 


No guarantees on this one. My best guess is static originating at the front
